THE PRESIDENT! 


Sends a Strong Message to Congress and 
Argues For a Redaction of Taxes 
—The Proceedings To-Day. 


WASHINGTON, Deo. 6.—After the read- 
ing of the journal, the presiding ofBoer 
asked whether it was the pleasure of the 
senate to proceed with the usual morn- 
ing business. 
Mr. Harris suggested 
that the bills and memorials might be 
introduced and referred. Mr. Hoar op- 
posed the proposition, stating that it 
was not the custom of the senate to 
enter upon any ordinary business until 
after hearing the communication from 
the president at the beginning of the 
session. 
That was a mark of respect 
due from the legislative department of 
the government. 
He, therefore, moved 
a recess for half a hour. 
The motion 
was agreed to. 


The president has sent the following 
nominations to the 
senate: L. Q C. 
Lamar, of Mississippi, associate justice 
of the supreme court of the United 
States; Wm. F. Villas, of Wisconsin, 
secretary of the interior; Don. M. Dick- 
inson, of Michigan, postmaster generfil; 
Charles S. Fairchild, of New York, sec- 
retary of the treasury; George L. Rivep, 
of New York, assistant secretary of state; 
Isaac H. Maynard, of New York, assis- 
tant secretary of treasury; Sigourney 
Bntler, of Massachusetts, second comp- 
troller of th-; treasury; James W. Hyatt, 
of Connecticut, treasurer of the United 
states. 


After the recess the presiding officer 
laid before the senate the president's an- 
nual message. The reading of the mes- 
sage was concluded at 1:30, when the 
senate adjourned. 


HOUSE. 


The proceedings opened with prayer 
by the chaplain. Mr. Mills, of Texas 
offered a resolution directing the speaker 
to appoint committees on rules, accounts, 
enrolled bills and mileage, each to con- 
sist of the same number of members as 
is provided for by the forty-nineth con- 
gress and referring the rules of the 
forty-nineth congress to the committee 
on rules when appointed. 
Adopted. 


Mr. Cox, chairman of the committee 
to wait upon the president, reported the 
president would communicate with the 
house forthwith. 


FBESIDBNT'S MSSSAOE. 
To the congreBS of the United States: 


You are ooufrouted at the threshold of 
your legislative duties with a condition 
of the national finances which impera- 
tively demands immediate and oarefnl 
consideration. 
The amount of money 
annually exacted through the operation 
of the present laws, from the industries 
and necessities of the people largely ex- 
ceeds the sum 
necessary 
to meet 
the expense of the government. 
When 
we consider that the theory of our in- 
stitutions guarantees to every citizen the 
full enjoyment of all the fruits of his in- 
dustry and enterprise, with only such de- 
duction as may be his share towards the 
careful and economical maintenance of 
the government which protects him, it 
is plain that the exaction of more than 
this is indefensible extortion and a cul- 
pable betrayal of American fairness and 
justice. 
This wrong inflicted upon 
those who bear the burden of national 
taxation, like other wrongs, multiplies a 
brood of evil consequences. 
The public 
treasury, which should only exist as a 
conduit, conveying the people's tribute 
to its legitimate objects of expenditure, 
becomes a hoarding place for money 
needlessly withdrawn from trade and the 
people's use, thus crippling our national 
energies, suspending our country's de- 
velopment, preventing investment in 
productive enterprise, threatening finan- 
cial disturbance and ir viting schemes of 
public plunder. This condition of our 
treasury is not altogether new and it has 
more than once of late been submitted 
to the people's representatives in the 
congress, 
who alone can apply a 
remedy, 
and 
yet 
the 
situation 
still 
continues, 
with 
aggravated 
incidents more than ever 
presaging 
financial convulsion and wide-spread dis- 
aster. 
It will not do to neglect this sit- 
uation because its dangers are not now 
palpably imminent and apparent. 
They 
exist none the less certainly, and await 
the unforseen and unexpected occasion 
when suddenly they will be precipitated 
upon us. 


On the 30th day of June, 1885, the ex- 
cess of revenues over public expendi- 
tures, after complying with the annual 
requirement of the sinking fund act, 
was $17,859,735.84; during the year 
ended June 30, 
1886, such 
excess 
amounted to 649,405,545.20, and during 
the year ended June 30, 1887, it reached 
the sum of $55,567,849.54. 
After recit- 
ing 
the 
action 
of 
the 
govern- 
ment 
to 
reduce 
this 
surplus 
by calling in the bonds, the president 
continues: Notwithstanding these oper- 
ations of the treasury department, rep 
resentations of 
distress in 
business 
circles not only continued, but increased 
and absolute peril seemed at hand. 
In 
these circumstances the contribution to 
the sinking fund for the current fiscal 
year was at once completed by the ex- 
penditure of S27,684,283.55 in the pur 
chase of government bonds not yet due, 
bearing four and four and a half per 
cent, interest, the premium paid thereon 
averaging about twenty-four per cent, 
for the former and eight {«r cent, for 
the latter. In addition to this the inter- 
est accruing the current year upon the 
outstanding bonded indebtedness of the 
government 
was 
to 
some 
extent 
anticipated, 
and 
banks

M depoiutoTiep of public mopej w^^e 


permitted to somewhat increase their 
deposits. 
While the expedients thus 
employed to release to the people the 
money lying idle in the treasury served 
to avert immediate danger, our surplus 
revenues have continued to accumulate, 
the excess for the present year amount- 
ing, on the first day of December, to 
$55,258,701,19, and estimated to reach 
the sum of $113,000,000 on the 13th of 
June next, at which date it is expected 
that this sum, added to prior accumula- 
tions, will swell the surplus in the treas- 
ury to $140,000,000. There seems to be 
no assurance that with such a with- 
drawal from 
use of 
the 
people's 
circulating 
medium 
our 
business 
community 
may 
not 
in 
the 
near future be subjected to the same 
distress which was quite lately produced 
from the same cause, and while the 
functions of our national treasury should 
be few and simple, and while its best 
condition would be reached, I believe, 
by its entire disconnection with private 
business interests, yet when, by a per- 
version of its purposes, it idly holds 
money uselessly subtracted from the 
channels of trade, there seems to be 
reason for the claim that some legitimate 
means should be devised by the govern- 
ment to restore in an emergency, with- 
out waste or extravagance, such money 
to its place among the people. 
If such 
an emergency arises there now exists no 
clear 
and 
undoubted 
executive 
power 
of relief. 
In 
the present 
state 
of 
legislation, 
the 
only 
pretense of any existing executive power 
to restore at this time any part of our 
surplus revenues to the people by its 
expenditure consists, in the supposition 
that the secretary of the treasury may 
enter the market and purchase the bonds 
of the government not yet due at a rate 
of premium to be agreed upon. 
The 
only provision of law from which such a 
power could be derived is found in an 
appropriation bill passed a number of 
years ago; and it is subject to the suspi- 
cion that it was intended as temporary 
and limited in its application, instead of 
conferring a continuing discretion and 
authority. 
No condition ought 
to 
exist which would jnstify the grant 
of power to a single official, upon 
his 
judgment 
of 
its 
necessity, 
to withhold from, or release to the busi- 
ness of the people in an unusual manner 
money held in the treasury, and thus 
affect at his will the financial situation 
of the country and, if it is deemed wise 
to lodge in the secretary of the treasury 
the authority in the present juncture to 
purchase bonds, it should be plainly 
vested and provided, as far as possible, 
with such checks and limitations as will 
iiefine this official's right and discretion, 
and at the same time relieve him from 
undue responsibility. After considering 
objections to buying bonds and to re- 
funding the present debt at a lower rate 
of interest, and disposing of both meas- 
ures as not advisable, he 
proceeds: 
The

In banks throughout the country for use 
by the people, is, it seems to me, exceed- 
ingly objectionable in principle,as estab- 
lishing too close a relationship between 
the operations of the government treas- 
ury and the business of the country and 
too extensive a commingling of their 
money, thus fostering an unnatural re- 
liance in private business upon public 
funds. If this scheme should be adopt- 
ed, it should only be done as a tempor- 
ary expedient to meet an urgent neces- 
sity. 
Legislative and executive effort 
should generally be in the opposite 
direction and should have a tendency to 
divorce, as much and as fast as can be 
safely done, the treasury department 
from private enterprise. 
Of course it is 
not expectected that unnecessary and 
extravagant 
appropriations 
will be 
made for the purpose of avoiding the ac- 
cumulation of an excess of revenue. 
Such expenditure, beside the demorali- 
zation of all just conceptions of public 
duty which it entails, stimulates a habit 
of reckless improvidence not in the least 
consistent with the mission of our peo- 
ple or the high and beneficient purposes 
of our government. 
I deem it my duty 
to thus bring to the knowledge of my 
countrymen, as well as to the attention 
of their representatives, charged with 
the responsibility of legislative relief, 
the gravity of our financial situation. 
The enacture of the congress heretofore 
to provide against the dangers, which it 
was quite evident the very nature of the 
difficulty 
must 
necessarily 
pro- 
duce, 
caused 
a 
condition 
of 
financial distress 
and 
apprehension 
since your last 
adjournment which 
taxed to the utmost all the authority 
and expedients within executive con- 
trol, and these appear now to be ex- 
hausted. 
If disaster results from the 
continued inaction 
of congress the 
responsibility must rest where it belongs. 
Our scheme '.of taxation, by means of 
which this needless surplus is taken from 
the people and put into the public treas- 
ury, 
consists of a 
tarifl or duty 
levied 
upon 
importations 
from 
abroad 
and 
internal 
revenue 
tax is levied upon the consumption of 
tobacco and spirituous and malt liquors. 
It must be conceded that none of the 
things subjected to internal revenue tax- 
ation are, strictly speaking, necessaries. 
There appears to be no just complaint 
of this taxation by the consumers of 
these articles and there seems to be 
nothing so well able to bear the burden 
without hardship to any portion of the 
people. But our present tariff laws, the 
vicious, inequitable and illogical source 
of unnecessary taxation, ought to be at 
once revised and amended. These laws, 
as their primary and plain effect, raise 
the price to consumers of all articles im- 
ported and subject to duty by precisely 
the sum paid for such duties. Thus the 
amount of the duty 
measures 
the 
tax paid by those who purchase for 
use 
theee imported articles. 
Many 
of these things, however, are raised 
or 
manufactured 
in 
our 
own 
Qonntr^ and the duties DOW levied upon 


foreign goods and products are called 
protection to these home manufactures, 
because they render it impOBsibie for 
those o* otir people who are maunfac 
lurers to make these taxed artiolea and 
sell them for a price equal to that de- 
manded for the imported goods that 
have paid customs duty. 
So it happens 
that while comparatively a few use the 
imported articles,millions of our people, 
who iiever use and never saw any of the 
foreign products, purchase 
and use 
things of the same kind made in this 
country and pay 
therefor nearly or 
qaite the same enhanced price which 
the duty adds to imported articles. 
It is 
not proposed to entirely relieve the 
country of their taxation. 
It must be 
extensively continued as the source of 
the government's 
income, and in a 
readjustment 
of 
our 
tariff 
the 
interests of American labor engaged in 
manufacture should be carefully con- 
sidered, as well as the preservation of 
our manufacturers. 
It may be called 
protection, or by any other name, but 
relief from the hardships and dangers of 
our present tarifl laws should be devised 
with especial precaution against imperil- 
ing the existence of our manufacturing 
interests, but this existence should not 
mean a condition which, without regard 
to public welfare or a national exigency, 
must always insure the realization of 
immense profits instead of moderately 
profitable returns. 
We are in the midst 
of centennial celebrations and with be- 
coming pride we rejoice in American 
skill and ingenuity, in American energy 
and enterpriae and in the wonderful 
natural advantages and resources devel- 
oped 
by 
a 
centufy's 
national 
growth. 
Yet 
when an atten^t is 
made to justify a scheme which permits 
a tax to be laid upon every consumer in 
the land for the benefit of our manufac- 
turers quite beyond a reasonable de- 
mand for governmental regard, it suits 
the purposes of advocacy to call our 
manufacturers infant industries, 
still 
needing the highest and greatest degree 
of favor and fostering care that can be 
wrung from federal legislation. 


The president then quotes from the 
last census to show that out of 17,392,099 
of our population engaged in industries 
only 2,623,089 are persons employed in 
such manufacturing industries as are 
claimed to be benefitted by a high tariff, 
but the reduction of taxation demanded 
should be so measured as not to necessi- 
tate or justify either the loss of employ- 
ment by the workingman nor the lessen- 
ing of his wages, and the profits still 
remaining to the manufacturer after a 
necessary readjustment should furnish no 
excuse for the sacrifice of the interests of 
his employes either in their opportunity 
to work or in the diminution of their 
compensation. 
The president then en- 
ters upon an extended argument to show 
that a high tariff operates disastrously 
even to those ^vho are popularly sup- 
posed to be helped by it by increasing 
the price of articles which they consume. 
When the number of farmers engaged in 
wool raising is compared with all the 
farmers in the couutry and the email 
proportion they bear to our population 
is considered, when it is made apparent 
that, in the case of a large part of those 
who own sheep, the benefit of the present 
tariff on wool is illusory, and above all 
when it most be conceded that the in- 
crease of the cost of living caused 
by 
by 
such 
tariff 
becomes 
^ 
burden 
upon those 
with 
moder- 
ate means and the poor, the employed 
and unemployed, 
the sick and the 
well and the young and old, and that it 
constitutes a tax which, with relentless 
grasp, is fastened upon the clothing of 
every man, woman and child in the land, 
reasons are suggested why the removal 
or reduction of this duty should be in- 
cluded in a revision of our tariff laws. 
Seeking further for opportunities to re- 
duce the tariff, the president mentioned 
such articles as by healthy competition 
are reduced below what they might 
reach under the tariff and articles where 
combinations are necessary to keep 
prices up to the tariff allowance. 
He 
then says the considerations which have 
been presented, touching our tariff laws, 
are intended only to enforce an earnest 
recommendation that the surplus reve- 
nues of the government be prevented 
by the reduction of our custom duties 
and at the same 
time to empha- 
size a suggestion, 
that in 
accom- 
plishing this 
purpose, 
we 
may 
discharge a double duty to our people 
by granting to them a measure of relief 
from tariff taxation in quarters where it 
is most needed and from sources where 
it can be most fairly and justly accorded. 
Nor can the presentation made of such 
considerations be, with any degree of 
fairness, regarded as evidence of un- 
friendliness toward our manufacturing 
interests, or any lack of appreciation of 
their value and importance. 
It would 
not only relieve them from the increased 
cosc caused by the tarifl on such mater- 
ial, but the manufactured product beini}: 
thus cheapened, that part of ihe tariff, 
now laid upon such product as a com- 
pensation to our manufacturers for the 
present price of raw material, could be 
accordingly modified. Such reduction or 
free importation would serve beside to 
largely reduce the revenue. 
Under our 
present laws more than four thousand 
articles are subject to duty. 
Consider- 
able reduction can be made in the ag 
gregate by adding them to the free list, 
rhe taxation of luxuries presents no 
features of hardship, but the necessaries 
of life used and consumed by all the 
people, the duty upon which adds to the 
cost of living in every home, should be 
greatly cheapened. 
The radical reduc- 
tion of the duties imposed upon raw ma- 
terial used in manufactures or its free im- 
portation is, of course, an important fac- 
tor in any effort to reduce the price of 
these necessaries. 
Oar progress to 
ward a wise conclusion will not be im- 
proved by dwelling upon the theories of 
protection and free trade. 
This savors 
too much of bandying epithets. It is a 
conditio» which coofronts us, not 8k

Asheville, N. O., in respect of beauty 
of location and fine scenery, is unsur- 
passed in our country by any health 
resort known to me excepting Estea 
Park, in Colorado. 
It has long been a 
favorite summer resort by the residents 
of the other Southern States, and is 
now attracting »Mention in the North 
both as a summer and winter resort. 
Its reputation for health and elevated 
position gives it strong claims for con- 
sideration. 
For those who are only 
delicate, without settled 
disease, 
it 
o£fers some marked advantages for a 
yearly residence. 
As a stopping-place 
both going and returning for invalids 
who winter in a milder climate, 
and 
also as a residence for such from the 
middle of April to December, it is de- 
serving of attention. 
A majority of 
those in danger from consumption or

Aiken, S. C., has assumed a promi- 
nence for several reasons. 
It is located 
on a high ridge of pine and sandy land, 
with a soil so porous that there is al- 
most a total absence of damp exhala- 
tions. 
It is naturally healthy, has good 
water and a dry air—too dry at time? 
for some invalids. 
Its surroundings, 
as a whole, are favorable to consump- 
tives eight month« in the year—from 
the middle of April to the middle of 
December. 
During tho other months 
the town of Aiken is subject, by reason 
of its elevated position, to high winds, 
the climate is variable, the changes of 
temperature sudden and great. 
The 
winds may be partially obviated by se- 
lecting a sheltered location, but for 
the variations of temperature there is 
no remedy, and they are very trying to 
invalids. 
As a spring and autumnal re- 
sort, or for a stationary residence from 
April to December, it is one of the best 
in our country, because the lieat is not 
oppressive, and it is more healthy dur- 
ing the hot season than more southern 
resorts. 


The Sand Hills near Augusta, Ga.,

offering better climatic conditions than 
the section in which Thomasville, in 
Georgia, and Tallahassee and Quincy, 
in Florida, arelocated.

Florida has a winter climate that is 
very delightful and attractive, but in- 
valids need to be well informed where 
to go. 
The lower St. John's (as the 
river runs north, I mean the northern 
end below Palatka) is too windy and 
too damp on the river to be desiraldo 
for pulmonary troubles. 
At ¡St. Au- 
gustine the winds are too strong and 
the weather also too variable. 
The 
greater part of the peninsula is very 
ilat and low, swamps are abundant, and 
the atmosphere very humid. 
Care is 
needed to avoid malarial localities, and 
also to secure good and safe drinking 
water; filtered rainwater is tho safest 
and best, and should be demanded, for 
the danger from poisonous water is 
often as great as from poisonous air. 
Artesian wells in Florida are now very 
common, 
and 
although 
safe 
from 
malarial effects, may be injurious to 
consumptives, as they generally con- 
tain much sulphur. 
The railroads have 
made accessible, and continue to open 
drN' sandy ridges in the pine forests at 
an elevation of fifty feet and more above 
the sea level, which, when sup])lied 
with comfortable hotels and boarding- 
houses (some already exist), apparently 
ought to prove excellent and safe re- 
sorts. 
They are drier, less windy, and 
less subject to cold and marked changes 
of temperature than the more promi- 
nent and very comfortable resorts of 
pleasure-seekers so well known on the 
St. John's and at St. 
Augustine.—
